I. RiaEOPTHEFBECiviLL Baptists, Inthe 
year 1770, Besjamin Randal, who, under 
God, wa^ the founder of the Freewill Bap- 
li([ denomination, was converted through 
Iho inslruinentalil/ of George Whileliold. 
In 177fi, he was baptized by Elder Win, 
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, Scriplurea. Accordingly, lie wrote lliirleen 
arlicles and a covenant, which tho members 
orihe chorcli oil signed. These articles, 
iowevcr, were afterwards laid aside. The 
church held a conference once a month, 
vhich was called a monldhj meeting. As (heir 
number increased, it was soon found iraprac- 
ticable Tor all to meet at one [ilace, and oth- 
er monthly meetings were estahliahed. They 
also held a general meeting once in three 
monlhs, which was called & quarUrlij meeting. 
The vine shortly extended lo other towns 
and slates, Uid other quarterly meetings 
were held. At length, yearly meetings were 
DTgonizcd by a dclegntiun from the quarterly 
meetings: and in 1827 the General Confer- 
I tneti was instituted liy a delegation from (he 
i aeveral yearly meetings. !n this Confer- 
I race, siglit yearly meetings are associated.

If tbey are able to make one vise unto sal- 
vation, perrect, and thoroughly furnished un- 
to all good works, they reveal the will of 
God sufiiciently to direct us in all important 
duties, and should be lield by every Chris- 
tian as his only infallible rule of faith and 
practice. Randal, on giving the Scriptures 
a. critical exaniinatiao, became convinced 
that erroneous constructions had been put 
upon certain portions of them by the differ- 
ent denominations. Hence, be and hJs as- 
BDciates, from a sense of duty, took a stand 
by themselves, and publicly advocated their 
doctrine. As other denominations receive 
the Scriptures aa the foundation of their be- 
lief, it is asked, ' Does the Bible contain 
difibrent systems of doctrine? If not, where 
is the line of distinction between the Free- 
will Baptists and others?'
